evening- He was presented by R. J 
Kenworthy. Colonel Johnson related 
his experiences in Hawaii prior to 
Pearl Harbor, and during his three 
years as a prisoner of the Japs. He 
told of the “Death March" on Ba­ 
taan when the men received three 
meals in five days and dared not fall 
lest Ury be shot or bayoneted. He 
estimated that only 5,000 are now 
alive of the 20,000 in the Philippines 
at that time. Mort died of malnutri­ 
tion or improper treatment. 
The treatment of prisoners was 
sometimes good, and at other times 
tad. he said, It seemed to depend 
on the progress of the war. The offi­ 
cer stated that the prisoners were 
allowed to conduct chinch services, 
and have a ramp store and English 
newspapers but medical and dental 
care, and communications, were not 
good. Officers had to do coolie la- 
gor. Later all privileges were can­ 
celled, so they received no mall, and 
held- no Teftgloiar services. They were 
constantly harassed and humiliated 
and when moved on a ship, they 
were locked In the hold for 17 days 
and were bombed several time on the 
Journey. 
After being moved several times, 
they were liberated by the Russians, 
who treated them well. He stated 
the Russians had very good equip­ 
ment. in contrast to what the Ameri­ 
cans had in 1941. At that time the 
Americans in the Philippines were 
poorly* un ne ay wrmourmoderh wea­ 
pons and without any military mo 
bile units except what was re­ 
quisitioned from civilian life.
